Whereupan King James was pleaſed to bee 
come the firft Founder. of this noble work , and by his Letters 
Patents from time to time renewed ard enlarged, granted all am- 
ple Priviledges and Immunities , both to thoſe that managed in 
Exgland,& thoſe that went to inhabit therezwhich gave ſo great 
an encouragemeht ,. that fifty Earls and Barons ,, three hundred 
and fifry Knights,and fix bundred Genclemen , and Mexchancs 
of primeſt rank; becarh&incoporated, agd were originally named 
inghe Lecters Patents by the name of the Company of Firginia,

being a greater ufiionh of Nobles Na Commons, then ever con- 
C:irred to ſuch an undertaking. But nevertheleſs, partly by the 
natural difficulcies incident to all new Plantations ; bur chiefly, 
through the unnatural and faulry impediments arifing by the 


croſs agitations of rwo powerful fations in the Company , the 
work went heavily on for the firft rwelye yeers, appearing deſpe- 
rate in the ſeveral ll ſuccefles thereof. And though afterward 
ſomewhat adyanced and proſperous , yet in the yeer 1621s by 
the fatal blow of a Maſſicre, it was almoſt ſhattered to pieces, 
2nd brought coa very low and calamitous condition g which oc- 
caſion the contrary faRtion preſently took hold of, infomuch that 
they exceedingly {lighted the ation, and cared not tocaſt aſper- 
fions on the Country, and on the whole management of that 
aff:ir. And then furcher ſtrongly poſl:fled and-adviled the then 
Kiog , againſt the form of the Companies Goyerameat, as con= 
ſiting of an excefſive number of Councellonrs, and a confuled 
Popularity , as being a Nurſe of Parliamentary ſpirits; and ob- 
noxious to Monarchical Goyernments Thereupon Order was 
made upon the eighth day of Offeber, 1623. atthe Council- 
- Table,whereby the Company were moyed to give in their afſeats 
toz ſarrendeidg their Patent, and altering their form of Goyern= 
ment, and 2 new one propoſed, wherein the Intereſts and Rights 
of ali men fhouid be preferyed 3 which Ocder the Company not 
ſubmitcns unto , A 2#0 Warranto was direted for che calling 
in of their Patent , and an adyantage taken upon their mite 
pleadings The Patent was condemned in Triwity-Term fol- 
lowing ; but for many yeers after, not vacated upon the Record 
in the Office of the Rofls , whereby ſome that ſought the over- 
_ throw of the Lord Ba/tamore's Patent for Maryland, in the 
beginning of the Parliament, x 640. took out the Virginia Pa- 
rent again under the broad Seal of Emgland: therefore thought 
by primelt Lawyers. now to be unqueſtionably in force, at [caſt to 
point of intereſt ; and -that Patent of Afaryiand unconfiſtene 
and yoid. 

Thus in brief was the late Company diſſolved , and a Com- 
miſſion given to divers Lords and others, for preſent direRing and) 
ordering the affairs of Firginia-y and that they ſhould adyiſe 
touching a betcer form of Goyernment for adyancing and efta-

bliſhing the Colony. Then Eh alſo feyeral Proclamations and 
ſexcral Orders from the Council-Table, with great aſſurances un- 
der the Broad Seal & privy Seal, that all men,with the Adventu= 
rers, and Planters, ſhould be affured , that their Rights and In- 
tereſts ſhould be conſerved and enlarged, onely IS in 
point of Government, But both thar Commits and renew- 
ing of the Compaoies Charter expired, and all thoſe Pro- 
ceedings were delayed , by reaſon of the death of King James, 
which then ſuddenly enſued. The principal ſcope of that Com- 
miſſion was , that they ſhould finge a better form of Goyern- 
ment for the Councryes advancement, and therein was elpecially 
romiſed rhe conſeryation of every man's right + intentions wor» 
thy the wiſdom and juſtice of io great a Prince. But nothing was 
done by thoſe Commiſſioners touching either of thoſe ends, nor 
by thoſe by whoſe proſecutions theſe things hapaed , who having 
attained their private ends of ſpleen and profit upon the chagges 
and reyolutions of enſuing times, deſerted the intereſt of the Co- 
logy, and lefc her weltring in her blood, unſupplied with Ammu- 
_ . Rition and Arms inthe heat of a difficulc war with the Indians : 
the burthen and charge whereof was onely undergone by the re- 
mainieg Planters , who thus forſaken by their farmer friends, 
were conſtrained both to work and fight for their lives and ſub- 
filtance ; and thereby preſerved the Colony from deſertion, 
_ at laft reſtored it by the bleſſing of God to peace and 
-pienty. 
: Ald then, about the yeer 1 63 3.Lord Baltamore pretending, 
though not truely , the greateſt part of the Country was un» 
planted, procured that the aforeſaid judgement ſo long delayed, 
was centred , and obtained a Patent, for that part now. called 
Aaryland, which he hath fiance held with a few people and ſmall 
Adventurers, bebarring of thoſe to whom it belonged from 
planting of it , deftroying and ruinating thole formerly ſeated 
under Yirgeuia, at the ]{le of Kent ; and 'interditing Trade 
with the Indians for Furs , diſcovered and begun by the Virgini- 
ans, by dire&ion and commiſſion fromthe King ;. which face by 
this means 1s enjoyed by the Dutch and Swedes ,. with the profit 
of many thouſand pounds yeerly ; which Trade had been ſolely 
inthe Engliſh Nations hands ;. had not-the Lord Baltamore in- 
ter» 
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:#rdi Qed it, and ſeized all var and diſplanted their Plantati-. 
 onS. And thoſe Swedes and Dutch do trade for great Quant:« 
ties of Gurs Powder ana Shot with cur Indiags, to the total en+ 
dangering this Cclony, it not timely prevented, Such a ground» 
Work, had the Patcar of Afarylard upon the Rights and Lzs 
ours cf others z and as nareafonable and u2juſt haye beea the 
v hole proceedings and m2nagement of their Colony and In- 
receſts, at their fickt arrival ſurpriſing and confilcating many | 
Veſſels with the Goods of diyers that they found trading with

OY" the King's Son, as he 
aleadgeth, when no ſuch thing appears in rerwws natura, nor 
no word in all his many InſtruRtions, of the Parliament, much 
leſs of his pretended afteRion to them, or their friends, bur 
clean contrary : And *tis notoriouſly known that all the Lord 
' Baltawore's Goycrnors uſually rook the Kings part againſt the 
Parliament; and his Brother, Mr. Leo. Calvert, his only Go- 
vernor while he lived there, ever declared himſelf againſt them x 
And to eyince this irrefrageably, and clearly to demonſtrate the 
management and complexion of this bufinels, both Lord Balta- 
more himſelf, and his Brother, by long Solitations at Oxford. 
"rocured and ſent oyer in Axxo 1644, Commiſſions under the 
Kings Broad Seal, to ſurprize the Parliaments and Lovdox-ſhips 
in Virginia ; and to impoſe Caltoms, raiſe Regiments, and 
Forrife the Country againſt the Parliament z which appears by 
ſeveral Writings under the Lord Baltamore's Hand and Seal, 
 ( one of which is hereunto annexed.) They did with zeal pro- 
claim the Kings Son, Charles the Second, at Maryland; and 
ſome that read it, and afſliſted therein, of the primeſt rank, are 
fill continued Counſellors by him, and never a word of blame . 
whereas *cis cyident his own Intereſtis more than circumſpedtly 
. watcht oyer, and contended for. How can he pretend thar his 
' Governor, Captain Stove, bare any affcQion to the Parliamenc, 
, when without check from himſelf, in their Aſſemblies Laws, he 
uſed the name of King, and His Majeſty, and of Charles the 
Fiſt, when the Second was Proclaimed there? And why did 
Lord Baltamore himſelf in England adyiſedly conſent and ap- 
prove thoſe Laws i» termixs, under his hand, 1650. if ſuch 
had not been his own thoughts toward che Parliament ? The 
Commiſſioners that were imployed by the Parliament to Reduce 
Virginia, Anno. 1652. were commanded to Reduce all the
